More Than Sensitivities at Stake 


In recent years, Washington 
has avoided. giving immediate 
prominence to Chinese defectors 
who have chosen asylum in the 
United States and Peking has 
accordingly kept silent rather| 
than risk ‘losing face." 

Their decision today to cancel | 
the Warsaw session as @ result} 
of the Liao defection suggests, 
however, that more than official 
Chinese sensitivities are at} 
stake. 

One line of ‘conjecture is that 
Peking is emphasizing the case 
strongly in order to impress its 
own diplomatic corps. Accord-! 
ing to recent reports, the 
Chinese ambassadors brought 
back to China for indoctrination 
during Mao Tse-tung’s cultural 
revolution have been. preparing 
to return to their posts abroad, 

Another possible reason for 
Peking’s cancellations of the 
talks is that a dogmatic faction 
within the Chinese leadership 
group has managed to use the 
Liao incidént as a pretext to 
impose its opposition to the Sino- 
American meeting.

The Weather and You

An old friend told me of a time in the Second World War - 
when a prolonged hot shower warmed him through and 
through alfter he had been in continuous action for 68 days in 
the cold winter of 1944-45 as an infantryman in France and 
Germany. 

He and his comrades hadn't been really warm for a 
month. They were bone cold when his company was relieved 
and trucked to a base in the rear of the action. He was 
passed into a Quonset hut where the temperature was.a 
blessed 90 degrees or more. He pulled off his filthy combat 
clothes and went into the hot shower room. The heat wrapped 
him like a kindly cloak. 

There’ was no time “limit placed on occupation of the 
shower, “I soaked and soaked under hot water for nearly an 
hour,” he recalled. “The army had that hot water tank firing 
up hour after hour as every man of us thawed out like we . 
never had before. I felt like I had never been comfortably 
warm until that hour.’

No Whitewash for the Bonaventure 


(E saga of the Bonaventure is the 
latest reminder that modern gov- 

ernment is never more incompetent than 
when it is dealing with paint. Not many 
years ago the gov- e 
ernment persuaded’ 
Parliament (with a 
minimum of effort) 
that the name ‘of 
Trans-Canada Air 
Lines should be 
changed to Air 
Canada. Everyone 
hailed this splendid 
idea, noting that it 
would work wonders — 
for national unity. Western 
There was general surprise when the 
paint bill, chargeable to entranced tax- 
payers, came to one million dollars. 

The gain for national unity was evi- 
dently not of sufficient magnitude to in- 
duce the government to risk a coast-to- 
coast paint job°on the Trans - Canada 
Highway which continues to go by its old, 
unreformed, waspish mame. What we 
have is unity in diversity; unity aloft 
and diversity on the ground. . 

In the case of the carrier, Bona- 
venturé, there is no allegation that the 
taxpayer was. a victim of wasteful 
government expenditure. What was done, 
presumably, had to be done. But it does 
appear that Parliament was given an 
estimate so meaningless as to make a 
complete mockery of the power of the 
purse. : 

The original estimate, submitted to 
treasury board when the Bonaventure 
was still in the water, was $8 million for 
the refit and improvement program. 
Seven months after it began, treasury 
board approved an increase, bringing the 
total to $11,770,000. The final cost will be 
well over $13 million. 


even overlook the fact that they forgot 
the laundry equipment and repairs tp 
furniture. 

But it is not such items that account 
for the mammoth errors. What should 
impress the ordinary, tax-paying, do-it- 
yourself Canadian citizen is the fact that 
the experts were far more wildly wrong 
in the not-very-technical matter of paint. 

Original estimate $150,000. Revised 
estimate $400,000. Final cost $1,021,000. 
This baffles belief. 

Various explanations were’ offered. 
The more the taxpayer examines them, 
the more fascinated he will probably get. 

The first is that the Bonaventure had 
never been out of the water. It; was 
assumed, until she was in dry dock, that 
‘the paint would be in reasonable condi- 
tion and that a bit of patching would 
suffice. 

Was this a reasonable assumption? As 
Mr. Crouse, a Conservative member of 
the public accounts. committee pointed 
out, the department of ° steamship 


inspection requires that, in the case of. 


commercial shipping, certain things 
tustbe done after three, or with some 
ships, four years. Regulations provide 
that the bottom must be scraped, painted 
and covered with anti-fouling compound. 
The Bonaventure had been in the water 
for eight years. 


Rhetorical Question? 


As the defence experts eagerly 
explained, the regulations do not affect 
naval ships. But presumably sea water 
does. Mr. Cullen,. a Liberal member, 
therefore asked if they might not have 
been used as a guide, The defence 
witnesses evidently regarded this as a 
rhetorical question, merely observing 


many men would be working aboard the 
ship. (In fact the average number was 
500 and the maximum 977.)! 

Surely it must have occurred to 
someone in the department that it is not 
possible to have a ship out of water for 
that lengtli of time, with so many 
workmen tramping about and taking 
things apart, without ruining a great 
deal of paint. 

As an explanation after the event this 
fs ‘certainly persuasive. But it is the 
sort of thing that would-have occurred 
before hand to any non-expert. No doubt 
the precise amount of damage and 
deterioration was unpredictable. The 
incredible fact, however, is that there 
was originally no allowance. There 
cannot have been much in the revised 
estimate, when the work had been in 
progress for seven months, since the 
figure of $400,000 would not even have 
covered the flight deck, underwater hull, 
ship’s side and superstructure. 

With this sort of estimating it is small 
wonder that the department so often 
complains that there is so little to show 
for so much expenditure. 

Surely there must be some rating 
somewhere in what used: to be the navy 
who could save the expensive help from 
future embarrassment with a few timely 
and elementary tips on this not very 
abstruse subject of paint.

Jean- 
Jacques Bertrand speaks for 
Quebec, as Quebec premiers 
have a habit of doing, as if he 
invented it. 

And some of the others, 
although relatively new to the 
realization that they preside 
over domains of affluence and 
power, have taken to the 
wearing of the purple with 
astonishing ease.

It was 63 years ago that a 
horizontal slippage averaging 
10 feet in the fault triggered 
events that destroyed San 
Francisco and killed 700 peo- 
ple. Geologists are certain 
another major quake will hit 
the fault region, probably 
within the next 30 years.

Tecent proposal, recommends 
a 10-year national earthquake 
research program to find 
ways to predict when and 
where quakes will strike and 
how to minimize loss of lives 


and property. 


Unobtrusively, listed at the 
end of six primary objectives 
of the program and couched 
in modest-.language is a 
Phrase that is actually a plan 
to defuse and prevent earth- 
— or at least modify 


Smeal. the idea is 
simple. Inject fluid into un- 
derground rock, release the 


_ strain and produce a gradual 


series of tiny earthquakes or 
tremors instead of one violent 
jolt. 

Ironically, the idea came 
about as a result of what 
looks like man-made earth- 
quakes which themselves 
raised a storm of opposition. 
In 1962, the Army began 
pumping liquid chemical 
wastes into the ground near 
Denver, Colo. Soon tremors 
shook the area, The tremors 
continued through 1965, their 
number coinciding with pump- 
ing rate. 

e 

As geologists reconstruct it, 
the rock at the Colorado 
dumping site was filled with 
vertical, parallel fractures or 
cracks, and was non-porous so 
it couldn’t absorb the liquid. 
The liquid fille@; the cracks, 


‘ widening them and reducing 


the friction between rock 
surfaces. The rocks, already 
under stress from ~internal 
forces, began slipping, produc- 
ing the Denver quakes. 

Geologists and geophysicists 
at the National Centre for 
Earthquake Research in Men- 
lo Park, California, are con- 
sidering testing the theory, 
with an eye to its application 
in earthquake control. 

Right now, they are at the 
data-gathering stage, but 
within three to four years, 
they hope to complete field 
experiments, which. will give 
them an evaluation of the 
feasibility of —applying’ the 
idea. 

One factor favoring the fluid 
injection method is the nature 


of West Coast earthquakes. 


Most of the world’s earth- 
quake zones are deep-seated. 
e earthquake zone of the 
western United States, how- 
ever, is shallow enough to put 
it within reach of standard 
drills. 
; ‘ & 

“We are excited about it,” 
says Dr. John H. Healy, 
geophysicist with the U.S. 
Geological Survey at Menlo 
Park, ‘‘There is a remote 
chance that it might be used 
in the San Andreas fault and 
a fairly good chance we might 
try it in a remote section.” 

There is some evidence that 
the method can work; At the 
Rangely oil fields in westerif 
Colorado, one of the ways to 
get oil out of the ground is to 
pump water into the margins 
of the oil fields and remove 
the oil from the centre. 
Sesmic activity, in the form of 
small earthquakes, has been 
detected. 

Geologist M. King Hubbert 
is very cautious about the 
method. He feels that the 
consequences of employing a 
fluid pressure mechanism 
eould go either way.

“The increase of fluid pres- 
sure could set off a San 
Francisco earthquake,” he 
warns, adding that it depends 
on the amount of stress on the 
rocks. “If there were little 
stress build-up, then it could 
work.” 

He compares the stress 
situation to that of a giant 
mouse trap: ‘‘A small act can 


tion could produce a series of 
small jolts or set off a big 
one; Injection’ should occur at 
a minimum of stress. If 
you’re going to mess with a 
mouse trap, mess with it 
when it’s not set.” 


e 

One other earthquake con- 
trol idea being considered is 
the —use— of explosives to 
relieve the stress. However, 
that is not being sertiously 
considered. The scheme would 
be to place large numbers of 
explosives in a region under 
stress. Theoretically, the ex- 
plosions could break points in 
the rock, thereby shaking the 
fault loose a little at a time. 

But such a method requires 
extremely precise control; it 
is .very likely to trigger a 
quake; also the magnitude of 
the explosions required could 
cause as much damage as the 
quake. Explosion effects at 
the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission’s Nevada test site are 
being checked to test the 
method.

With the prospect of 34,000 
students at Point Grey in less 
than five years, the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia fam- 
ily is beginning to look around 
for someone to blame, some- 
thing to say, and, more 
hopefully, something to ‘do 
about it. 

Of -all the causes of mass 
and infectious frustration on 
the campus the’ chief~ is 
overcrowding. 

It is easy totsee why. Every 
morning by-8 a.m. the lines of 
traffic have started to con- 
verge on campus, sometimes 

‘after a snail’s-pace progress 
over bridges. Then the fight 
begins to get a parking 
space—of which there are now 
12,000. 

Once parked, the students 
start on their trek through the 
rain—up ‘to half “a mile—to 
classrooms where several 
hundred students are closely 
packed. 


300 May Listen 
None Will Speak 


Some complain that even in 
third year they may find 300 
“‘attending’’ one lecture. They 
use the term advisedly, for 
while some may see the 
teacher, others may hear, 


none will ever speak to the 


scholar at close range. 

The more enterprising may 
feel that self-education offers 
greater rewards than does the 
300th seat in an amphitheatre, 
so the library is given a whirl. 
This. does not last long—if it 
even begins—for there is only 
one seat for. every seven 
students on campus! 

This is the worst of all the 
frustrating things on campus. 
Food may be hard to get, but 
books are essential—and no 
student who wants to study. in 
a -library expects to find 
himself actively discouraged, 
by lack of seats and lack of 
books, ~~ 

The annual report of the 
university librarian this year 
is a sobering document. He 
needs some 2,500 more seats 
if he is even to begin to cope 
with the frustrating problems 
he sees. 


Problem of People, 
Not University 


His are not forecasts but 
actual shortages, today so 
serious that all alumni must 
wonder how much longer UBC 
will continue to be a good 
university. Their hope was 
that in their lifetime it would 
become a great university. 

The first thing to recognize 
in all this is the fact that the 
problem is the problem of the 
people of British Columbia; it 
is not “‘the university’s prob- 
lem,” as is so often said.

enter only if they have 80 per 
cent on entrance examina- 
tions. 

At UBC, where the entrance 
requirement is now 60 per 
cent on :B.C. matriculation 
examinations, the last fresh- 
man class to be tested (in 
May, 1968) showed that of 
those entering with 60 to 64 
per cent on B.C. matricula- 
tion, 27 per cent failed or 
withdrew. Only. 32 per cent 
received a full year’s credit, 
and 41 per cent obtained some 
credit. 

It may be asked if this 
exercise was worthwhile for 
27 per cent of the freshman 
class. Those who failed had 
lost a year of their-own-time, 
had wasted their own family’s 
money—not to mention the 
professor’s time—and the tax- 
payers’ money. 

In arts a student pays for 
about one-quarter of the cost 
to the taxpayer. In medicine, 
the student pays approxi- 
mately. one-eleventh of the 
cost. 

For each student enrolled 
the taxpayer has invested 
from $6,000 to $8,000 in capital 
equipment. 


Make Students 
Work for a Year 


So, all in all, we should 
perhaps ask ourselves the 
question, “For whom the 
overcrowding?” 

I still harbor the quaint 
notion that, ‘considering the 
above facts, no student should 
be admitted to a university in 
this province unless he was 
gainfully employed for 12 
months previously. 

To put something into the 
economy first. might be a 
salutory prelude to taking 
something out of it. This is, of 
course, such rank heresy that 
it would never be considered. 

Coming to the next quaint 
idea, it may be that no one in 
future can enter UBC until 
they have successfully com- 
Pleted two years at: a jumior 
community college. 

Possibly no assistant pro- 
fessor should be eligible for

What» matters here is not 
that the Cubs earned their 
badges, ‘or that three of them 
walked as virtual strangers in 
a segment of the world about 
them. The thing that signifies 
is that one parent spared the 
time to enlarge his oy s 
background for Hvitig, 

Some fathers and mythos 
do just that, and by so doing, 
they help their children more 
than they may ever realize. 

- I. do- not suggest that. the 
parent must take on the role 
of busy instructor. Most of us, 
outside our own fields of 
special interest, are incapable 


of doing so. 
But I think it is tremen- 
dously important that the 


child be exposed to. the world 
in which he is growing up. 

Many school teachers go far 
beyond the line of duty in 
attempting this necessary 
task. There are few weeks 
for instance, when a file of 
students accompanied by 
guide and teacher don’t trek 
through this plant to learn at 
first hand something of how a 
daily paper is produced. . 

But the expedition of dis- 
covery made with one parent 
or both has’ its own unique 
value in the education of the 
child. 

It can also be rewarding to 
the parent, since a child is 
likely to see and note what an 
adult may miss.

We took our son to an art 
gallery before he could read— 
not withany idea of force- 
feeding culture into him, but 
merely.so-that. he would know 
by seeing that there are 
places where anybody can go 
to look at pictures. 

He looked at a swirl of color 
and told us, ‘‘Three blue fish 
on a blue plate.’ I peered at 
the artist's title, which hap- 
pened to be “Fish on a 
Plate,” and decided. that 
modern art might, after all, 
have something to commend 
it, 

There are no laws under 
which any child must visit an 
art gallery, or a library, or 
learn the shape of his city 
from a hilltop, or the look of a 
deep-sea ship close up. 

By this much, however, the 
parent who will take a 
weekend hour or two can 
advance his child's awareness 
and further his knowledge. It 
follows that such trips must 
be free from nagging or bull- 
headed determination to in- 
struct, All those tactics are 
likely to. accomplish is a state 
of boredom. 

One warning here. The 
years in which the.parent can 
contribute effectively to the 
shaping of the child's outlook 
and attitudes are all too few. 

They are confined to child- 
hood, and sad though the fact 
may be, there really isn’t 
much point in attempting to 
establish a neglected relation- 
ship once childhood has ad- 
vaneed far into adolescence. 

As a parent, you catch ‘em 
young—and if you don't, 
there’s no point in mourning 
the lost chance that will never 
return.

Royal Jubilee. Hospital here is leading the 
province in the field of one-day in-and-out minor 


surgery. 


The program started in earnest just a year 
ago, now is handling 13 to 16 cases daily or about 


300 a month. 


Vancouver General Hospital offers day-care 
surgery to about 200 patients each month. Royal 
Columbian in New Westminster does about 175. 
Lion’s Gate in North Vancouver does about three 


a day. 


St. Joseph's Hospital here does 20 to 30 a 
month despite being hampered by a shortage of 
space. St. Paul’s in Vancouver has a similar prob- 
lem but hopes to get a one-day surgery started 


soon. 


The people who are benefitting from out- . 
patient surgery today would have spent two or 
three days in hospital.under the previous way’ of 
doing things, a Jubilee official stated. 

Two factors made the new system possible— 
the development in recent years of anaesthetics and 
sedatives which are fast-working and fast-to wear 
off—and additional financial aid to out-patient 

' programs by B.C. Hospital Insurance Service.

For Storms

When May Baldwin of 

Campbell River bustled into 

Victoria at the height of our 
unsea sonal 
winter we a- 
ther, she pro- 
pounded a 
theory as. to 
reasons for 
the surprising 
siege of drift-

has been 
whispered around by the man 
on the street ever since the 
first Sputnik was launched.

Agreed 
that it could be a solution 
(although perhaps an over- 
simplified one) to present 
fickle weather patterns 
around the world. Then 
warned her that she would 
never get the scientific minds 
to accept her theory. 

Mrs: Baldwin merely 
shrugged and said “wait and 
see ... the time will come.”

Now, less than a month 
later, I. have before me an 
article out of London, Eng- 
land, that gives the opinion of 
a Norfolk consultant —long- 
range weather forecaster 
named Cecil 'Tibbitt. 

Mr. ‘Tibbitt is convinced 
that spacecraft cause unusual 
weather patterns by producing 
a downthrust that forces 
moisture out of the atmos- 
phere prematurely. 

He expects another serious 
flood in Britain -in the spring 
“unless all forms of outer 
space activity are stopped 
until after April 20.’’ ; 

Later, he forecasts, a four- 
month drought will affect the 
whole northern hemisphere, 
though it may occur at 
different times of the year in 
different places. 

The article was sparked by 


excessive rainfall in Britain 
during the past 12 months, It -} 
gives figures from the 
meteorological office showing 
that for a fourth consecutive 
year general rainfall: over 
England and Wales has been 
“more excessive than 
average.” . 
ok oo 

In St. James’s Park, Lon- 
don, it has been measured as 
28 per cent above the average 
taken since 1916. 

Last March, 10 inches of 
rain fell in two days in the 
Scottish highlands. In July a 
single storm brought severe 
flooding to southwest England, 
with 6.5 inches in a day.. In 
September two days of rain 
turned southeast England into 
a disaster area. 

Gardens have been turned 
into marshlands, sandbag de- 
fences have been erected 
along rivers and streams, 
timber houses have developed 
bloat through the excessive 
damp. And, as the article was 
written there appeared to be 
no sign of the rain stopping. 

No wonder then that Mr. 
Tibbitt’s long-range forecast 
of a drought looked good. to 
the writer of the article, John 
Allan May, who moaned in 
black ink that his double 
garage doors had _ swollen 
sideways so the: two parts of 
the lock clashed and the doors 
would not close. 

Tf it happens and a drought 
does hit the whole northern 
hemisphere, then the belief 
that outer space activity has 


something to do with present 
weather patterns could be- 
come even more. firmly fixed 
fn the mind of the man in the 
street. 

And, of course, next time 
May Baldwin bustles into 
town, she'll be able to say “I 
told you so,”

There are smaller ashtrays 
than the one I first saw ranging in price from $1.65 to $2.60. 


The last item in this, line 
has no relation to the others. 
It is a candle-holder finished 
in a shiny yellow. This cera-

Don't Prune Shrubs Yet 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

Mild days in February always induce 
activity in the garden. This year is no 
different from any other, | 
for ast weekend saw many 
gardeners checking their ; 
plants. 

While badly browned or 
blackened shrubs are per- 
haps too noticeable a fea- 
ture now after the frost and 
snow, we. must discipline 
our pruning hand. 

Only broken branches 
should ‘be cut, not those ne 
which appear to have suf- Hilda 
fered other damage. They must wait at least 
until towards the end of March. 

Even then, pruning should depend on the 
current weather. 

A more useful job now is checking surface 
mulches around plants. Although we have 
been spared heavy rains lately, shrubs or 


spreading plants.

Also, just now I read an 
article by an investigator who 
talked to over 1,000 students, 
and was told that most of 
them after a brief trial of 
LSD thought that they had 
had enough, and took no 
more. Naturally, the ones who 
go on and on with drugs are 
often ones who were poorly 
adjusted or even mildly psy- 
chotic to begin with. 

People who were much 
disturbed over my _ recent 
article on marijuana failed to 
note that I was not approving 
of its use; what I was saying 
‘was that experts on drugs 
have been writing to say that 
they doubt if it often produces 
physical harm. If I had a 
grandchild smoking ‘“‘pot"” I 
would be unhappy and wor- 
ried, but afraid’ mainly about 
what his association with 
other drug-users might do to 
him, especially if he were to 
leave home,

_large quantities of brain-affec- 
tive drugs that many. become 
ruined; they are unable to 
work, and many become 
public charges. 

Dr. Dale C. Cameron, also 
writing in the JAMA, tells of 
much study of drug taking in 
several parts of the Orient. 
He notes that 80 per cent of 
the persons now entering 
Hong Kong jails are depen- 


dent on narcotics. Similarly, I° 


have read that a high per- 
centage of men and women 
jailed in New York City have 
been addicts.

EDMONTON (CP) —'The Al- 
berta government should place 
controls on the province's oil 
marketing industry and elimi-| 
nate industry price-fixing made 
possible by “‘economic slavery” 
of retail operators, the igeisle- 
ture was told Monday. 

A 144-page report tabled by A. 
R. Patrick, minister ‘of industry 
and ‘development, culminated 
four years of research by a gov- 
ermment-appointed gasoline 
marketing enquiry committee. 

“Oil companies advocate free- 
dom of enterprise for oil compa- 
nies and practise economic 
slavery for operators,”’ said the 
report prepared by Edmonton 
lawyer Kenneth A. McKenzie, 
Edmonton professional engineer 
Arthur Fitzpatrick and a Cal- 
gary Better Business Bureau 
manager, Allan N. Rose. 

“This leads us to recommend 
a measure of government con- 
trol which would primarily af- 
fect four gigantic companies, in 
substitution for the oppressive 
contractual controls..that these 
companies now apply to thou- 
sands of Alberta gasoline retail- 
ers.”

What matters here is not 
that the Cubs earned their 
badges, or that three of them 
walked as virtual strangers in 
a segment of the world about 
them. The thing that signifies 
is that one parent spared the 
time to enlarge his soh’s 
background for living. a 

Some fathers and mothers 
do just that, and by so doing, 
they help their children more 
than they may ever realize. 

I do not suggest that the 
parent must take on the role 
of busy instructor. Most of us, 
outside our own fields of 
special interest, are incapable 
of doing so. 

But I think it is tremen- 
dously important that the 
child be exposed to the world 
in which he is growing up. 

Many school teachers go far 
beyond the line of duty in 
attempting this necessary 
task. There are few weeks 
for instance, when a file of 
students accompanied by 
guide and teacher don trek 
through this plant to learn at 
first hand something of how a 
daily paper is produced. 

But the expedition of dis- 
covery made with one parent 
or both has its own unique 
value in the education of the 
child. 

It can also be rewarding to 
the parent, since a child is 
likely to see and note what an 
adult may miss.

We took our son to an art 
gallery before he could read— 
not with any’ idea of force- 
feeding culture into him, but 
merely .so that he would know 
by seeing that there are 
places where anybody can go 
to look at-pictures. 

He looked at a swirl of color 
and told us, ‘Three blue fish 
on a blue plate.’’ I peered at 
the artist’s title, which hap- 
pened to be ‘‘Fish on a 
Plate,” and decided. that 
modern art might, after all, 
have something to commend 
it. 

There are no laws under 
which any child must visit an 
art gallery, or a library, or 
Jearn the shape of his city 
from a hilltop, or the look of a 
deep-sea ship close up. 

By this much, however, the 
parent who will take a 
weekend hour or two can 
advance his child’s awareness 
and further his knowledge. It 
follows that such trips must 
be free from nagging or bull- 
headed determination to. in- 
struct. All those tactics are 
likely to accomplish is a state 
of boredom. ‘ 

One warning here. -The 
years in which the parent can 
contribute effectively to the 
shaping of the child’s outlook 
and attitudes are all too few. 

They are confined to child- 
hood, and sad though the fact 
may be, there really isn’t 
much point in attempting to 
establish a neglected relation- 
ship once ‘childhood has ad- 
vanced far into adolescerice, 
As a. parent, you catch ‘em 
young—and if you don’t, 
there’s no point in mourning 
the lost chance that will never 
return.

It’s amazing what two different people can do with the 
same materials. I have two sets of friends living in the same 
apartment building. Their suites are identical with boxy 
rooms and cream-colored walls. But the two apartments give 
me two entirely different ‘‘feelings.”

The effect is clean and cosy, but 
not in the “‘Miss Marple”’ tradition of overstuffed chairs and 
Victorian lampshades. Incidental ornaments are all chosen to | 
blend in perfectly and add to the effect.

The wonderful thing about people who decorate this way Is 
that they will wait to buy just the right thing instead of 
committing ‘themselves to arf easily-available substitute. I 
noticed this especially the day I discovered the tobacco-tin 
that had served as an ashtray replaced by a magnificent 
pottery ashtray. This ashtray is designed for the heavy 
smoker (or the housewife who doesn't like to empty ashtrays 
often). It is about five inches in diameter and the walls are 
close to two inches deep. Three cigarette rests have been 
provided. The color is a dull liony yellow and the outside has 
been decorated with a relief pattern of daisy-tike flowers, I 
later learned that this jumbo ashtray costs $3.60.

Glancing around I noticed that there wereseveral other 
new pieces of pottery about so I asked my friend where she 
had found them, then slipped down to the store she mentioned 
to logk for myself.
